He also exhibited letters he said he 
had ,received from former service 
men declaring that illegal hangings 
land shootings had taken place while

ROAD MONEY FOR THE TOWNS, 
Communications have come to the city council 
from several towns in the province expressing 
approval of the proposal that the Provincial Gov- 
ernment should share with the urban municipali- 


ties the revenue which it derives by the collec- | 


tion of gasoline and automobile taxes inside the 


municipalities. It is likely that the sentiment is | 


as strong in the other cities, and in the towns gen- 
erally, as it is in Edmonton, and that concerted

to any more appropriate or profitable use than 
that of conditioning the streets of the communi- 
ties in which they are colleeted. 

As the motorists are the parties who have to 
replace the tires which are torn to pieces on 


dilapidated pavement and pay the repair bills | 
for damages due to pitch holes and badly graded | 


streets, they wonld seem to be the element in cach 
community most concerned in getting a share of 
the tax-money they pay returned to the local 


authorities. Whether that readjustment is or is | 


not made means dollars to them, in the up-keep 
of their cars, whether these are used for business 
purposes or pleasure. To the city or town busi- 
ness firm which employs trucks for delivery and 
other purposes the matter is of especial concern, 
and the injustice of the present arrangement par- 
ticularly applies. The owners of such cars at 
present get practically no return whatever for 
the license fees imposed upon them and for the 
per gallon tax they have to pay on gasoline used.
